Failure of Colonel to Meet Uiti- 
matum by Republicans May — 
Give Seat to Funk, 


BOTH ELECTIONS DUE TODAY? 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) _ 
Springfleld, ll., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Dunne today surrendered afl hope of elect- 
ing two Democratic United States senators 
from Ulinois. He abandoned this policy in 
@ statement which urged legisiators of ail 
parties to elect James Hamilton Lewis to the 
long term and Lawrence ¥. Sherman, Re- 
publican, to the short term, Hip action was 
followed by a similar one on the part of Col. 
Lewis. 
Goy. Dunne in his formal statement gave 
the following asthe underlying reason for his 
course: | 
“To preclude the possibility of an in- 
trigue or scandal which might bring the fair 
name of the state into disrepute among the 
states of the union.”’ 


Caucus Pian Probably Futile. 

The governor suggests thet a caucus of 
men of all parties, whe would meet and 
agree to elect Lewis to the full term end 
Sherman to the short term, be held. He did 
this, he sald, as a citizen and ag a Democrat, 
and not as governor of Illinois. 

Such a caucus probably wHl not be called. 
The Republicans will net enter into e caucus 
under euch terms. . 

Col. Lewie heady thirty-five Democrats 
signed at 10 o'clock to an agreement to go 
into such @ caucus upon the bagie of Lewis 
for the long term, fy | 
The Progressives; ~WOtr their candidate, 
Frank H. Funk, left out of the governor's 
consideration, will have nothing te de with 
the caucus, : 

The Socialists also will pay ne attention to 
the plen. 

State Committee Defies Dunne. .. 

The Democratic state committee, through 
ites chairman, Arthur W. OCharies, tesudd a 
statement which defied Gov. Dunne to pro- 
ceed with what it called an ‘ indefensible bi- 


- partisan deal.” 


No friend of Charles Boeschenstein, state 
organigation candidate for the short term, 


‘will have anything to do with the Dunne pian. 


Col. Lewis personally has received the ul- 
timatum of the Republicans. He can have 
the short term if he will produce the nevces- 
sary number of Democratic votes to combine 
with the Republicans and elect Sherman to 
the long term, | 

Friends of Cok Lewis began circulating 
for signatures late tonight an agreement 
pledging votes for Lewis and Sherman. Ne 
mention of either the long er short term was 
made in the written agreement, which 
Democratic members were asked to sign. 


Means Sherman and Funk? 

Failure of Lewis to do business on ti.e Re- 
publican terms means, It is believed, the eleo- 
tion of Sherman to the long term and Frank 
H. Funk to the short term tomorrow. Ar- 
rangementa practically have been completed 
for this, and the Progreasiver are in a wait- 
ing attitude. They will not comment on the 
Dunne ultimatum ether than to say thet, as 
it did not refer to the Progressives except as 
‘‘ among those present,’ criticism is unneces- 
sary. 

The Republican leaders; particularly the 
senators, desired that every opportunity be 
granted to Col. Lewis to exhaust his re- 
sources. The Sherman-Funk eombination 
could have been effected at any hour today, 
but the disposition wae to permit Lewip to 


extend himself to the limit,

He sald 
he had communicated his views to Col. Lewis 
and to Mr. Boeschenstein, as the caucus hom- 
inees of the party for the two senatorships; 
to Arthur W. Charles, as chairman of the 
Democratic state committee; and to no other 
except William L. Sullivan, his private sec- 
retary. He sald he had net eommunieated 
his views to Lawrence ¥. Sherman or te the 
Progressive. 

“ Abeolutely no deal or errangément had 
been made, with Republicans,” he: said. 
“My proposition stands on its own merits 
as an honorable method of settling this dead- 
lock.”’ : |

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SEES SON'S SLAYER 
RE-ENACT MURDER 


Detective Hart’s Aged Father 
Sobs as Webb Scuffles in 
Hyde Park Court. 


DISCREPANCY IN STORY, 


Peter M. Hart Sr. yesterday watched Rob- 
ert F. Webb and Detective William Joyce 
retnact for the coroner's jury in the Hyde 
Park court the struggle which ended in the 
death of his son, Detective Peter Hart. 

The sobs of the father could be heard 
above the noise of the scuffle. Two police- 
men stood at the side of Mr. Hart te prevent 
him from attacking Webb. 

Webb's desire to repeat the murder scene 
in the Caasella fiat came late in the afternoon 
after the highwayman, the Cassellas, and 
Retle Hastings again had told their stories, 
Dr. Joseph Springer, coroner’s physician, 
who held the auto: over the body of Hart, 
was testifying. He said he thought the bul- 
let wes fired by some one on top of Hart 
and some distance from the victim. 


Webb Takes a Hand. 

“Ts that the way Nf happened?’’ Deputy 
Coroner Herrmann asked Webb. 

“ No, it isn’t,“ sald the highwayman, “If 
you fellows will give me @ chance to show 
how it wae done you'll not get those wrong 
ideas. My word is just as good as any of 
you fellows’. Let me show you how it hap- 
pened. et the doctor be Hart and I'll 
show just how Hart wae shot.” 

Dr, Springer remoyed his revolver from 
his pocket, took out the cartridges, and gave 
itto Webb. The prisoner swept the revolver 
from the table to the floor as he had told 
he did with Hart's revolver and started a 
mock struggle with Detective Joyce over the 
weapon. . 

Webb became rough and Joyce hurled him 
against the table. Then the two lay on the 
floor and the deputy coroner deseribed the 
motions of the two for the record. Webb 
tried to bring out in the demonstration that 
he shot Hart \s self-defense in a struggle in 
which either of them might have been shot. 


Show a Discrepancy. 

Dr. Springer said the bullet which killed 
Hart entered the left side under the arm 
and penetrated the lungs, lodging in the 
tissues on the right side of the body, 

Webb's demonstration showed at no time 
was he in a position to have fired the shot 
there. If the revolver had been discharged | 
in the struggle, as Webb says, the coroner's 
physician seid, Hart would have beem shot

Belle Hastings, Mike Cassella and his wife, 
and the coroner's jury watched the demon- 
stration. Then it took the coroner’s jury 
ten minutes to return a verdict that * Hart 
came to his death from a bullet fired from 
a revolver in the hand of Robert F. Webb.” 


‘s Father First Witness. 
rt’s father was the first witness called 
by the coroner. He testified hie son was 82 
re 
goo aid you last see him?” the deputy 
coroner asked. 

“On Jan. 19 I saw him last alive, The 
next time I saw bim he was @ead.”’ Sobp 
interrupted the statement of the father, Jut 
Webb continued to puff. vigorously en a cigar.

An application for a writ of habeas corpus 
for release of Thomas Burke, an alleged 
member of a gang of young thieves and rob- 
bers, was denied by Circuit Judge Walker in 
the afternoon. Burke was held to the grand. 
jury by Municipal Judge Sullivan in honde of 
$160,000. 

PHonald McLean, 3100 Groveland avenue, a 
chauffeur implicated by Webb, was taken 
into custody at night by Hyde Park @etec- 
tives, Mclean is said to have driven Webb, 
Perry, and others of the automobile robbers.

Bieven young men, geven of them pupile of 
the Lane Technical school, were on triai be- 
fore the judge. They were arrested in a 
poolroom raid at 865 West Division street, 
acroes the street from the school.

‘Tl wish I could make it $600," Judge New- 
comer said.

AS THEY FLY ALONG 


Chicago Women Will Make 
Rear Platform Speeches on 
Way to Washington, 


TO MARCH IN BIG PARADE, 


A rear platform campaign covering a thou- 
sand miles of railway lines is te be under- 
taken by the Chicago and Dkinois suffragists. 
The propaganda will be carried through half 
a dozen states between this city and the 
national capital. 

The women who are going to Washington 
to march in the big suffrage parade on the 
day before Wilson's inauguration are not 
going to be idle in the Pullmans on the way. 
They will travel like hardened statebmen 
and expound the doctrine of “ votes for wom- 
en *’ from the rear platform of their special 
car ag they pass through cities and villages 
on their way east. They will start for the 
capital on March 1. 


Group of Good Orators. 

* We shall have some good speakers in our 
delegation, and we intend to make use of 
them,” said Mrs. George Welles, chairman of 
the Illineis parade committee. “ Mrs. Grace 
Wilbur Trout, president of the state suffrage 
organization; Miss Marion Drake, Mpa. Char- 
lotte C. Rhodus, Miss Helen Bingham, and 
Miss Sabina Johnsen will be called on to 
make converts of the crowds that will gather 
about the special car when the train stops at 
stations on the way te Washington. 

“ They will use every known suffrage argu- 
ment. Every speaker will be prohibited from 
saying anything unkind about the anti# and 
political parties who have turned a deaf ear 
te our entreaties for the’vote. We shall not 
cali our opponente ‘liars’ and ‘ dishonest,’ 
as the politicians so often do in their speeches. 
AH seffragists are working for one common 
cause. We have no time to say mean things 
about any other party. 

Wilt Have Their Oup of Tea. 

“We mean to enjoy all the comforts pro- 
vided for the politician when he travele—ex- 
eept smoking. Instead of chatting over a 
cigaret or a Havana cigar We shall talk over 
a cheerful cup of tea and listen to euffrage 
speeches given by our women and speakers 
from other middle western states whe are 
planning te join our party.” | 

A special club car will be provided by the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad for the use of 
the suffragists on the trip as state headquar- 
ters. One of the staterooms will be turned 
into an official office, furnished with suffrage 
iterature and used ag a general information 
department.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 18.--Tranciece 1. 
Madero, deposed from the Mexican presi- 
Geney yesterday, may be exiled. 

Arrangements had been made for his de 
parture from the capital for Vera Crus to- 
night, but at the instigation of the govern- 
ment he has been formally held responsblie 
for the death of Col. Riveroll, which occurred 
at the palace at the time of Madero’s arrest, 

€onfileting stories are in circulation re- 
garding the slayer of Riveroll, but it is off- 
cially stated thet Madero shot him with « 
pistol. 

In a statement made tonight Gen. Huerta 
gaye that two attempts were made against 
his life before the arrests, and he attributes 
beth ef them to the Maderos. 

Two Attempts at Murder, 

The first attempt wae made by & sharp- 
shooter, who tried to pick him off while in 
the palace. This Gen. Huerta laid at the 
door of the ex-president. 

The second attempt was made at the ban- 
quet, which culminated in Gustavo Madero's 
arrest. Hperta says he was repeatedly urged 
e@ wine from a bottle. An 
analysis of the} wine showed it contained 
cyanide of potassium. 

Madero if he is exiled will be accompanied 
by his wife and perhaps by his father and 
ether members of his family. 

His loyal aid, Capt. Federico Montes also 
will go but in the capacity ofa guard.

Brother of Madero Slain. 

The execution of Gustavo Madero, brother 
of the Ceposed president, who was subjected 
to the fugitive law and wae shot to death 
by his guarde, was the most tragic ocour- 
rence cf the day, 

The members of the cabinet and most of 
the other prisoners were releaged this morn- 
ing. Francisco I, Madero, Jose Pino Suarez, 
the vice president, and Federico Gonzales 
Garza, governor of the federal district, were 
the only important prisoners held. 

Ernesto Madero, the former finance min- 
ister, paid a lengthy visit thie afternoon te 
Francisco. 


Dies by “Fugitive Law.” 
The execution of Gustavo Madero, known 
as the ‘power behind the throne” in Mexico, 
formed a tragic sequel to the upheaval in 
Mexico City. 

The ex-president and Gustavo were sent as 
prigsonerg to the arsenal. 

Soon after their arrival there Gustavo Ma- 
dero was subjected to the notorious “ fugitive 
law,” by which he was free to run under the 
rifle fire of his guards. He fell dead under 
their bullets. 

Gustavo Madero was generally regarded 
as@ much more powerful man than the pres- 
ident himself. After Franciseo Madero had 
quarreled with Dr. Vasquez Gomez he and

The demonstrations of the night, however, 
were not without serious disorder. Marco 
Hernandez, a brother of the minister of the 
interior, Rafael Hernandez, was killed iff the 
streets by rurales when he refused to cry 
“Viva Huerta.” 

A demonstrative crowd surrounded him 
and ineisted that he join ih the shouting, but 
he defiantly replied: ‘‘ Viva Madero!"" He 
was answered by the pistols of the rureles, 
whose bulleta killed him inetantly. 


Suarez Held a Prisoner. 

Vice President Jose Pino Suarez, who was 
giso arrested in the coup d'etat, was held 
prisoner during the night in another part of 
the palace from that where Madero was con- 
fired. Each man wes under guard of two 
soldiers. 

The ministers of the cabinet were given 
parole overnight. Senor Juan Sanchez Az- 
cona, private secretary to Madero, fied the 
country during the night in an automobile. 

The deposed president will be treated with 
ali consideration by those who have him 
within their power, it is declared. Gen. 
Huerta promptly dispatched a message to 
Mrs. Madero assuring her of the personal 
eafety of her husband. 


Senators Urged Drastic Action. 

It is said today that it was the urging of 
@ group of senators that induced Gen. Huerta 
to the coup d’état. The senators demanded 
that the ten day street battle must end and 
that the Madero family must be removed 
from public affairs in Mexico. 

Following this line of procedure the steps 
were taken that made prisoners of Presi- 
dent Madero and his cabinet, with the ex- 
ception of Ernesto Madero, minister of fi- 
nance. 

Ernesto Madero managed to effect his es- 
eape a few minutes before Gen. Blanquet’s 
men took the other ministers in the nationai 
Palace. 

Gustavo Madero, another brother of Pres- 
ident Madero, also was arrested. His exe- 
cution followed this morning. He had been 
denounced in many quarters since the first 
days of the Madero administration as an 
arch-politician and had been charged with 
being a false counselor of the president. 

A few hours later Gen. Delgado and Gen. 
Angels, two of the federal commanders who 
were not In accord with Gen. Huerta’s plan, 
were added to the list of prisoners, but were 
relee¢ed later. 


Diaz Kept in Dark. 

The plan had originally been made with- 
out the knowledge of Gen. Diaz and his fol- 
lowers. The news soon permeated the rebel 
lines and then began a holiday fusillade from 
the machine guns and rifles such as had not 
been seen since the opening of hostilities. 
This ‘celebration’ was- allowed te con- 
tinue for half an hour. 

It did not take the public long to realize 
what had occurred. Long before the de- 
tails of the formation of the provisional gov- 
ernment under Gen. Huerta had been worked 
out the residents had begun to give vent .o 
their joy and relief all over the city 


Americans Cheer for Peace. 

American residents congregat«d in the cis- 
trict about the United States embassy were 
just as demonstrative as the Latin-Amer- 
dcans. In diplomatic circles. where the ten- 
sion also had been great, the solution which 
had been found was greeted heartily. 

During Tuesday night there was practical- 
ly no disorder except one notable case of 
direct vengeance. This was the burning of 
the building and plant of the Nueva Era, the 
organ of President Madero. 

This newspaper was already despised by 
the anti-government element, which utilized 
the opportunity of paying off in kind the 
vandalism of the followers of Madero who 
during the previous revolt burned the plant 
ef the newspaper E) Pais 


Crowds Rush on Capital. 

The celebration of peace by the populace 
really began a few minutes after Madero had 
beer. taken prisoner, although the news of his 
arrest did not become common knowledge 
until some time afterward. 

Great curiosity had been aroused by un- 
usual activity in the national palace and the 
arrival there of Gen. Huerta with Gustavo 
Madero. Hundreds of people gathered around 
the doors of the building. The crowd poured 
through the wide doors in a solid stream 
until the courtyard was filled 

Gen. Huerta then made a short speech to 
the gathering, briefly outlining the results of 
hie action. He assured his hearers that peace 
would soon be established throughout the re- 
pubdlic. 

The people had expected to hear Gen. 
Huerta announce the victory of the govern- 
ment forces or that Diaz had surrendered. 

Many of them stood for a moment stupe- 
fied by the statement which Huerta made. 
Then they broke tnto a cheer which reached 
the ears of Macero in his temporary prison. 


Blanquet Opposed to Battle. 

Going back to the beginning, the plot to 
overthrow Madero took definite form about 
noon yesterday. Gen. Aurelio Blanquet never 
Bad been in sympathy with the idea of an’ 
ertillery duel within the limits of a populous 
city. He was also moved by the fact that 
he had a son in the ranks of the rebels. It 
was arranged that Blanquet should play a 
rHle in the peace plan secondary only to that 
of Gen, Victoriano Huerta. 

The force of 1,000 men belonging to Blan- 
quet's command was moved in from its posi- 
thon near the British cemetery and stationed 
mear the national palace. It was exphdined 
that this force was intended to replace the 
reserve troops, which had been there Many 
weeks and whose loyalty to Madero was un-

Madero Calm After Storm. 
Francisco I. Madero, always of a nervous 
disposition, appeared like a wild man at the 
moment of his arrest. He talked volubly 
about “ traitors,’’ denouncing bitterly those 
who had brought about his downfall. Later. 
however, he recovered his composure, and as 
he stood between his guards he seemed to re- 
gard the matter more philosophically. 

The president was asked to choose whether 
he would send his resignation in the legal 
channel to congress or be expelled from the 
country. In the latter event he and his fam- 
ily would be escorted to Vera Crizandiplaced 
on board a vessel in the same way as was 
Porfirio Diaga little more'thana year ARO. 

Madero signed his resignation and It later 
was agreed to deport him at once. 

Gen. Huerta later in the day calledion the 
execulive cfficers of the s¢nate and chamber 
of deputces.to summon a special sesgion of 
congress in order to legalize the change. of 
government and to name & provisional presi- 
dent. 


U. 8. Embassy Told of Coup. 
All this was done, as stated, without the 
agreement and without the knowledge -of 
Felix Diaz. News of Huefrta’s coup was sent 
to Diaz through the American embassy. It 
was late at night before the fina! peace pa- 
pers were signed by both part'es. 
The first official act of Gen. Huerta in hig 
new capacity was to send notification to the 
American ambassador as to what had been 
done. The note asked Ambassador Wilson to 
advise the other members of the diplomatic 
corps and President Taft that the battle 
had been closed, thus ending the danger to 
the lives and interests of foreigners. 
Huerta asked the ambassador to permit 
his office to be used as a channel for negotia- 
tions with the rebels in the effort to bring 
about a complete understanding. Ambassa- 
dor Wiison replied by agreeing to act as in- 
termediary, and an exchange of notes was 
begun which terminated in a complete ac- 
cord. 


_ Approve Fall of Madero. 


The fall of the Madero administration has 
been received in the capital with general ac- 
clamation. It is not known, however, how 
the rest of: the country will receive the 
change. 

The part played by the United States em- 
bassy in the settlement of the ten days’ bat- 
tle gained for the American flag such a 
tribute as never before was witnessed in 
Mexico. After the messenger from the Unit- 
ed States embassy, Harry Berlinger, had 
gone through the fire of the rebel lines tothe 
arsenal conveying the message of peace sent 
by Ambaseador Henry Lane Wilson, he drove 
to the national palace in an automobile bear- 
ing a white flag on one side and the Stars and 
Stripes on the other. | 

By the time he emerged from the nationa] 
palace after delivering thenotetoGe: “luer- 
ta, the crowd outside had learned the .inport 
of his visit. The reappearance of hig ma- 
chine was the signal for a tremendous shout. 


Tribute to American Flag. 

Through a masse of humanity, gathered in 
the Zocola and along San Francisco street, 
the big automobile picked its way slowly amid 
deafening. applause, with the Stars and 
Stripes fiying in the wind. 

Group after group of the people on the 
streets caught up the cry '' Viva Los Amer- 
canos,” until ¢he entire city reverberated 
with the cheering. | 

The conclusion of hostilities in the capita] 
revealed that Rodolfo Reyes, who was re- 
ported a, suicide, is stili alive. He was 
wounded during an action in the neighbor- 
hood of the palace and has since been a pa- 
tient in one of the Red Cross hospitals. 

The list of Americans wounded during the 
ten day battle here was augmented in the 
last moments of the fighting yesterday when 
Miss Bertha Roberts was severely wounded 
by a fragment of shell, and her father Fred- 
etick Roberts, suffered a scalp wound from 
the same shot.

COMPROMISE IN JAPAN FIGHT.

Official Washington Fears An- 
archy Under Huerta; War 
Plans Continued. -

‘Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
The seizure of the Mexican presidency by 
Gen. Victoriano Huerta means the continu- 
ance of anarchical conditions in the disturbed 
republic. 

This is the opinion of officials of the admin- 
istration based upon the advices from Am- 
bassador Wilson and others at Mexico City. 
Huerta'’s execution of Gustavo Madero. 
brother of the former president, his impris- 
onment and the possible execution of the lat- 
ter, also the fact that the Maderistas are 
certain to seek revenge for this disposition 
of their leaders, and finally the probable 
failure of Zapata and Orczco to accept the 
new government—all tne aspects of the situ- 
ation convince the president and his advisers 


that no real improvement has taken place as 


a result of the military coup d'état in Mexico 
City. 


Continue Mobiligation Activities, 

Under such circumstances no halt has been 
called in the military and naval preparations 
for intervention, which has been the policy 
of the administration for some days. 

Peace in Mexico City for the time being Is 
likely; Huerta's elevation to the provisional 
presidency undoubtedly had the acquiescence 
of Gen, Felix Diaz, but apparently no pro- 
vision has been made for the latter, and-if 
none should be made or his wishes should not 
be observed, then another outbreak is ex- 
pected to occur. 

With the Madero forces throughout the 
republic deprived of their leader they may 
either throw in their lot with Zapata or Oroz- 
co, or battle for themselves. Ifeither Zapata 
or Orozco should be strengthened this means 
that he will be in a position to demand more 
from the government than before, and, fail- 
ing to get it, will have a better chance of 
securing contro! himself. 

The above, which accurately expressed the 
Official speculation, indicates how hopeless 
the administration regards the situation. 


Says Rule Cannot Last. 

“A government founded on such treachery 
as that of Huerta,” saia a high officer tonight, 
“cannot last, no matter in what part of the 
world it may be.”’ 

This same man, who had been opposed to 
intervention, predicted that the events of the 
last thirty-eight hours in Mexico City have 
done more to force the use of American trocps 
than anything which has taken place. 

The government is not, of course, making 
these views known to Huerta. He Is the de 
facto government in the Mexican capital and 
as such must be considered. 

Mr. Taft received a bombastic dispatch 
from him today, stating he had “ the honor ’’ 
to inform the president that *‘I have over- 
thrown this government.’’ Huerta added. the 
aesurance that “ the forces are with me and 
from now on peace and prosperity will reign.”’ 

How long the forces will be with Huerta re- 
mains to be seen. His statement that * from 
now on peace and prosperity will reign ’’ is 
regarded as an indication of his purpose to re- 
main in the presidency 


Call Gen. Blanquet Fickle. 

Gan, Blanquet, who connived with him te 
overthruw Madero, seems to be of the mer- 
cenary stamp, and, if it should be worth 
his while to| go with another’ leader, it would 
surtrise no one for him to do so.

The regular army consisted of only 25.900 
men. To save expense infantry regiments 
consisted of but eight compantes of sixty-five 
men each, when their war sizengta required 
ten companies of 100 men each. Ca*airy 
regiments had ten troops of 6 men and 
horses each instead of twelve ir>>ps of 100 
men and horses each. Field batteries, of 
which we had but ten, had sava four. guns 
and four caissons, with four aorses each, 
when their war strength calle! for six guns 
and nine caissons, with six ho.ses to each. 

The supply and administrative departments 
were organized for peace conti-iuns, so that 
when they. were confront? with war con- 
ditions, coupled with the necessity of en- 
listing, organizing, and equipy:ng hundreds 
of thousands of volunteer troops, they be- 
came badly disorganized. 


Weaken Efficiency of Regulars. 


The efficiency of the reguiar troops imme- 
diately fell considerably, due to the breaking 
down of the supply depart:nents, the injec- 
tion into their ranks vf urren men and 
horses almost equal in strength to their orig- 
inal number, and the necessary detachment 
of large numbers of their otfice-s to the voi- 
unteer service, 

The national guard, smali in numbers, 
with but little practical traininz, had to vir- 
tually be reorganized. 

A thorough examination, then, would show 
that, profiting nothing by the lessons cf our 
civil war, we again rep*atcd our mistakes.

MINERS FOR GENERAL STRIKE

Tllinois Convention, Dominated by So- 
cialists, So Declares in Resolution 
Adopted by Unanimous Vote. 


Peoria, Ill, Feb. 19.—In unanimously 
acopting a resolution introduced by one of 
the local unions the Illinois state miners’ 
convention, representing 82,000 miners in the 
state, went on record today as favoring a 
general strike whenever war is declared 
either by or against the United States. 

The resolution provides that the Interna- 
tional Mine Warkers’ convention be asked 
to concur in the action so that in case war 
is declared between any nations a universal 
strike of the coal miners shall be called. 

President John H. Walker and all of the 
officers spoke at length as favoring this 
action. 

Of the seven members of the resolutions 
committee which presented the matter tothe 
convention all but one, Evan Evans, the 
chairman, are socialists, and the socialist 
wing of the convention carried matters by 
storm in the ciscussion.

Water Plant Not Repeid. 

Every one acquainted with municipal af- 
fairs knows the water plant will not gét $500, - 
00 worth of services from other city depart- 
ments this year. The amount is so large the 
finance committee of the city council did not 
care to assume responsibility for appropriat- 
ing this amount from the water revenues 
without having the approval of the counell 
itself. Accordingly the council Nov. 25 last 
adopted the percentag*s appearing in the 
1913 column above. 

It was assumed at the time the percent- 
ages adopted represented the relative amount 
of service performed for the water system. 
Perhaps in a rough way séme rule may have 
been applied, but its accuracy is open to 
question. 

The civil service commission is conterned 
in getting capabie persons for the classified 
service, granting leaves of abrence and 
transfers, and looking after the efficiency of 
the employés. Their work should increase or 
decrease in proportion to the number of per- 
sons employed. 

Employe Percentage Low. 

The last official report ef the controller 
shows the monthly average number ef em- 
ployés at 23.9265. In this number were 6,195 
school teachers, with whose employment the 
city civil service commission is not con- 
cerned. Of the remaining 16,723 employés 
under the jurisdiction of the merit board the 
controller lists but 2,386 ae the ‘‘ totel’’ for 
the “‘water works.” That is about 14 per 
cent of the tetal. 

The commission, however, received 30 per 
cent of its expenditures from the water 
fund. The civil service commission has an 
efficiency bureau and therefore has ample 
opportunity to agcertain what, if anything, 
ic its right portion to receive from the water 
fund. 

Most of the money taken from the water 
fund is to pay salaries. The appropriation 
for the pey roll of the city purchesing agent 
this year is $24,523.76. Exactly one-half of 
that amount to a cent will be paid from the 
weter bureau receipts. 

Helps Pay City Attorney. 

The city attorney's salary roll aggregater 
this year $118,660 Of this amount $35,598 
is to be taken from water taxes. 

Just exactly the’ theory upon which w 
per cent of the expense of the city attorney 
is saddled upon the water plant seems to 
have been forgotten. This office is a Oranch 
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the duty of looking after the personal dam- 
age claims against the city.

Provision Demands That Mem- 
bers of New Body Devote 
All Time to Duties. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 19.—[{ Special. }—The 
administration bill for the abolition of the 
state board of equalization and the creation 
of a state tax commission with much broad- 
er powers, to take effect July 31, 1913, was 
introduced in the house today by Repre- 
gentative Michael L. Igoe of County Treas- 
urer O’Connell’s district. It is the first of the 
Dunne bills to be introduced. 

The proposed commission is to have three 
members, appointed by the governor for six 
year terms, with the chairman, designated 
by the governor, to hold office for two years. 
lhe may lose the chairmanship at the gov- 
ernor’s order, and any of the commission 
may be removed by the executive for in- 
efficiency or misconduct. 

Inasmuch as approval of the senate is not 
necessary should a vacancy occur outside a 
session of the-legislature, the bill puts con- 
siderable power in the hands of the governor. 
The commission will have powers the present 
board of equalization never had. 


Provisions Governing Members. 

No more than one member of the com- 
mission shall come from one county. Nei- 
ther may more than two members come 
from one political party. The salary will 
be $7,500 a year and traveling expenses. 
No cemmissioner may hold other office or 
be engaged in any other occupation. 

Among the powers delegated to the com- 
mission ie that of requiring all individuals, 
partnerships, associations, and companies to 
furnish such information about capital, debt, 
valuation, earnings, and expenses as may 
be needed for arriving at a fair valuation 
of the property. Prosecution of those who 
refuse or neglect to comply with the orders 
is provided. 

The commission also has power to insti- 
tute investigations under oath, and no one 
is released from testifying on the ground 
that oral or documentary evidence might 
incriminate him. Should there be réfusal 
the commission has power to take the mat- 
ter before any Circuit court and make the 
tax dodger subject to contempt of court ac- 
tion. 

Other Duties of Commission. 

Here are some of the commission's other 
duties: \ 

To exercise general supervision over the 
administration of ,the assessment, tax, and 
revenue laws of the state. 

To confer with and instruct all town and 
county assessors and collectors, county 
clerks, supervisors of assessment, county 
boards of review, and other local officials as 
to their duties. 

To require financial and statistical reports 
and such other informaton as may be need- 
ful in -the work of the commission, from 
county, town, city, village, and other mu- 
nicipal offices, to prescribe forms for such 
reports, and for books and accounts as to 


of texes, receipts from other sources and 


the expenditure of public funds for all pur- | 


poses, and to examine all books and accounts 
of the aforesaid offices. 

To direct proceedings and prosecutions 
egainst public officials and officers or agents 
of corporations and others for neglect or 
failure to comply with the tax and revenues 
laws or orders of the commission. 


May Inquire Into Laws’ Needs. 

To inveStigate, on its own initiative, the 
efficiency of the administration of the tax 
and revenue laws. 

To appoint special assessors and direct the 
feassessment of property in any taxing dis- 
trict where it appears, on complaint and after 
inYestigation, that the original assessment 
was not substantially just and equitable. 

To confer with the governor on the subject 
of taxation and the administration of the 
tax laws, and to furnish him with such in- 
formation relating thereto as he may re- 
quire. 

To investigate the tax laws and their opera- 
tion in other states and countries, and to 
recommend to the general assembly such 
changee in the revenue laws as seem expe- 
dient. 

To make any reasonable and proper rules 
and regulations relating to procedure at its 
meetings, for investigations and hearings, 
and to carry out all of the purposes for 
which the board is created.

Root and Crane Say Meeting 
Would Solve Big Questions. 


HOPE TO REVIVE THE PARTY.

Effort Will Be Made to End the Evils 
Which Ruled in Chicago. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
Approval of the plan to calla national con- 
vention next fall for the purpose of reviving 
the Republican party wae given today by 
Senators Root and Crane. 

The convention, if called, will revise the 
rules governing the selection of national dele- 
gates and change the basis of southern repre- 
sentation at regular Republican conventions. 
Demand for this action has been based on 
the desire to make such changes that states 


will have the opportunity to select their dele- 


gates through primaries or otherwise and to 
the aesessment of property, the collection : 


cut down the number of delegateo from states 
having a light Republican vote. 


Will Solve Two Questions. 

“TI am in favor of holding a Republican 
convention at some convenient time next-@all 
or winter,’’ said Senator Root, who was chalir- 
man of the Chicago convention last June, 
“for the purpose of doing two things: 

“ First—To make representation in nation- 
al conventions proportionate to the Repub- 
lican vote—that is, correcting the dispropor- 
tion in what is spoken of ap the southern 
representation. 

‘‘Second—To permit the Republicans of 
each.state to elect delegates to national con- 
ventions in their own way, so that thechoice 
in each state will be regulated according to 
the laws of the state. 

‘In order that these changes shal! be ef- 
fective in a convention to nominate a pres- 
ident they must be made before that conven- 
tion, and that can be done only by a special 
convention. The national. committee {s still 
bound by the old rules which were adopted 
by the convention of 1880. They will have 
to call the next convention just es they did 
the last one, under these rules, unless a spe- 
cial convention is called to make the changes 
which certainly ought to be made.” 


Views Expressed by Crane, 

“Tl am in favor of holding a Republican na- 
tional convention for the purpose of chang- 
ing the basis of representation in proportion 
to the Republican vote and also to amend the 
rules for the election of delegates in such 
manner as may be deemed wise,” Senator 
Crane said. “ History has shown that a 
change in the basis of representation is not 
likely to be made at a nominating convention, 
and this emphasizes the neceasity of a special 
convention.” 

No definite steps have yet been taken 
toward issuingpa callforthe convention. Ex- 
pressions by members of various factions of 
the party indicate that efforts will be made to 
bring Republicans from all states together 
within the present year for the revision plans.

“At the same election: state senators and 
representatives were voted for and elected, 
resulting in the senate being composed at the 
present time of twenty-four Democrats, 
twenty-five Republicans, and two Progres- 
sives; and the house of representatives be- 
ing composed of fifty Republicans, seventy- 
three Democrats, twenty-five Progressives, 
and four Socialists. 

“The failure of the Democratic party to 
elect a majority of the members of the gen- 
eral assembly has resulted largely from the 
inequitable apportionment made by a Re- 
publican legislature ten years ago. 

“This unfortunate situation, under which 
no party icentrols either house on joint ballot, 
has resulted in delaying the inauguration of 
the state officials for three weeks and has 
prevented up to the present time the election 
of the United States senators, placing this 
state in the unfortunate position of not be- 
ing represented In the United States senate 
after March 4, 1918, unless an arrangement 
of some kind is made between two or more 
of the parties represented in the legisiature. 


Seeks to Avoid Scandal. 

“In this peculiarly annoying situation the 
air is full of intrigue and combinations, which 
may end eventually in a scandal and hu- 
miliation of the citizens of Ilinofs. 

“In this crisis I believe it my duty to ap- 
peal to the membersof the legislature and the 
public at larg” for an open and above-~board 
afrangement between the discordant ele- 
ments of the legislature, which, in my judg- 
ment, will commend itself to the patriotic, 
law abiding and law respecting citizens of 
the state and preclude the possibility of any 
intridue or scanéal which might bring the 
fair name of the state into disrepute among 
the states of the union. 

**In view of the fact that no political party 
has sufficient votes in the legislature to ob- 
tain the election of even one United States 
senator and the further fact that it is neces- 
sary that this deadlock should be broken Ine 
way creditable to the members of the legisia- 
ture and the state of Illimois in order that 
public business may proceed, I would re- 
spectfully suggest to the members of the 
legislature and to the people of the state that 
it would be wise, prudent and patriotic for 
all members of the legislature who believe 
in the right of the people to advise their 
representatives by primary vote to meet irre- 
spective of party in conference and agree on 
the two men who have received these large 
advisory votes of confidence from the people, 
to wit: Col. Lewis for the long term and My. 
Sherman for the short term, 

“The selection of Ool. Lewis for the long 
term I believe to be the duty of the members 
of the legislature in view of the fact, first, 
that he received a much larger popular vote 
than Mr. Sherman; second, because the 
Democratic membership of the general as- 
sembly is much larger than the Republio- 
an membership, and, third, because the 
Democratic party carried the state by a 
large plurality at the last election.” 


Statement Made by Charles.

LOW LIMIT ON INTEREST. 


Chicagoan Also Urges Measure to 


Create Art Commissions 
in Cities. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
Springfield, Ili., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—A bill 
directed at the loan sharks was introduced 
today by Representative Morton D. Hull of 
Chicago. It is the most severe in its meas- 
ures of any bill that has been presented in 
recent years. At the same time its advo- 
cates are hopeful of greater success, becauze 
it does not force all wage loan brokers to 
come under its rules. 

The bill was to be introduced in the senate 
by Senator O’Connor of Chicago, but owing 
to the latter’s departure for Chicago will no: 
be brought before the upper house until 
later. 

Mr. Hull’s measure providee for the incor- 
poration in cities of 250,000 population or 
over of wage loan societies with capital of 
$50,000. Their business is restricted to 
loaning on wage assignments, and they are 
not allowed to accept deposits, discount pa- 
per, or engage in a general banking business. 

This ila to remove possible objections by 
bankere who do something in the way of 
salary assignment loans. 


Limit of Three Per Cent. 

Tlese societies are not to be allowed to 
charge or accept more than 8 per cent per 
month interest, directly or indirectly, nor to 
loan on assignments of over $250. Violation 
is punishable by a fine of $100 or six months 
eentence in a@ county jail, or both. The han 
contract ls also forfeited thereby. 

Each society must file reports with the 
state, and before beginning business must 
depcsit a $5,000 bond with the county clerk. 
The ‘county judge has power to demand a 
new bond if the olé one is adjudged inade- 
quate, ‘ 

The stochkholders’ profit is limited to 6 per 
cent a year. 


Bill for Art Commission. 

Representative Hull also introduced im- 
portant amendments to the old art commis- 
sion of six members, exclusive of the mayor, 
ex officio, who shell constitute a commis-~ 
sion act of 1899, providing for a commission 
of six members, exclusive of the mayor, 
sion to which is delegated wide powers in 
beautifying a city. 

Three of the members, all of whom are ap- 
pointed by the mayor, without pay, are to 


. represent painting, sculpture, architecture, or 


landscape gardening. The other threeare not 
to be of any of the professions which the first 
three reprégent.

House Leader Demands Early Ac- 
tion on All Supply Bills. 
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ashington, D.C., Feb. 19.—With the house 
in a tangle of congested. appropriation bills, 
Democratic Leader Underwood today dropped 
his tariff work and lectured the Democrats 
on the necessity for speedy action on the 
supply measures. . 

In the ¢ urse of a colloquy with Minority 
Leader Mann\and Representative Rodden- 
bery of a, the latter filibustering 
against the appropriation bills, Represent- 
ative Underwood said it was not the wish of 
President Elect Wilson that this year’s ap- 
Propriation bills go over to the Demoeratic 
administration. 

“It is understood generally on this side of 
the house,” said Mr. Mann, “ and also on the 
other side of the house, that it was the in- 
spiration of the Democratic president elect 
to prevent the passage of these appropriation 
bills at this session of congress.” 


Denies Purpose by Wilson. 

“I am not here,’ Mr. Underwood replied, 
“with any authority to speak for the next 
president, but I will say, without having any 
special authority, that I am firmly convinced 
that any such statement attributed to the 
next president is absolutely erroneous.” 

“ The time has come,” Mr. Underwood con- 
tinued, “ when gentlemen on the Democratic 
side of the house as well as those on the 
other side should realize their responsibil- 
ities to the American people. Any filibuster 
against these appropriation bills at this stage 
of the proceedings is indefensible.” 

‘None of these bills carry appropriations 
necessary before the Ist of next July,” in- 
terjected Representative Roddenbery. 

“No,” retorted Mr. Underwood, “ but this 
congress is responsible for these bills, not 
the next congress.” 


Opposed to Partisan Action.

Two Kinds of Deposits, 

In reply to a question by Chairman Cox as 
to the advisability of the government's ex- 
acting interests upon its public deposits gen- 
erally, Secretary MacVeagh #ald:

On a Business Basis, 

“Now as to the active deposits or check- 
able accounts? asked Chairman Cox. 

“My opinion,’”’ said Secretary MacVeagh, 
“js that these accounts should be kept and 
maintained by the government on a purely 
business basis, exactly as the accounts of 
private business houses are kept. No inter- 
est should be exacted, for the reason that 
the accounts should not be any larger than 
ie necessary to make it reasonably profitable 
to the banks to have them. 

“Tf you are going to charge interest at 
ali, then you have to make an extravagant 
or excessive Geposit, or to deposit in excess 
of the actual needs of the daily transactions 
of the treasury department. 

“Tt is true that the deposits in the active 
depositories have in the past been excessive 
in amount, but in my administration these

Now Working on New Plan. 

“When this administration came in we 
found the treasury department drawing the 
money from the banks because it needed it.

“We are now engaged in establishing 
these accounts ideally from a business point 
of view, and while we have had to enlarge 
a number of accounts in certain cities in 
order to meet the convenience of the cred- 
tors of the government, and for no other 
purpose, we have had at the same time to 
draw out money from other banks where it 
Was not needed. That process will have to 
go On in the next administration, because 
We cannot complete it in this administration. 


No Reason for Competition. 

“There is one other thing tn this connec- 
tion that I know is pertinent to your general 
inquiry, and that is whether or not, suppos- 
ing the government has money to deposit, !t 
should deposit it through competition. I 
should say that this would not be the right 
method, for this essential reason, that it 
should rest with the government to say»where 


the deposits should’ be made, especially in. 


time of emergency. 

“The government must recognize its re- 
sponsibility and see to it not simply that it 
gets interest, but that {t shall help the busi- 
ness interests of the country. ‘ Now, it seems 
to me that we cannot administer these re- 
eponsibilities and duties without passing 
judgment by the government itself as to the 
éisposition of this money.’’

House Fails Five Votes in Effort 
to Override Decision.

Washington. D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special. }— 
The house of representatives refused today 
to pass the immigration bill over President 
Taft’s veto. The vote was 218 for the bill 
and 114 against it, five less than the re- 
‘quisite two-thirds to overridé a veto. 

In reality the advocates of the measure 
lacked only four votes of the neceseary num- 
ber for Representative Gardner cf Massa- 
chusetts changed his vote from yea to nay in 
order to move a reconsideration, which he 
failed to obtain under an adverse ruling by 
Speaker Clark. 

Friends of the bill charged that its defeat 
was brought about by a change of attitude 
on the part of some members and the result 
was represented as a victory for the steam- 
In the main, however, the divi- 
sion of the house was over the literacy test, 
which was opposed generally by members 
from cities with large foreign population and 
favored by members from country districts 
in which the alien element is practically 


negligible.

Mexico under Diaz was 
not a republic. It was an autocracy. with- 
out a dynasty. Constitutional govern- 
ment cannot exist without a middle class, 
That seems apparent to the Anglo-Saxon. 
Autocracy cannot endure without con- 
tinuity of the autocratic power. 

The cause of Mexico’s trouble and peril 
today is primarily the failure of Madero, 
granting him the best of intentions, to 
develop the wisdom of the statesman and 
perhaps the disinterestedness of the pa- 
trict. His reliance upon his family sav- 
ored of dynasty and did not jibe with 
republicanism. He seems to have lacked 
the rare gift of making men serve, him 
faithfully or peacefully. Porfirio Diaz 
had that gift. With it he subdued rivals 
as able and ambitious as any of the oppo- 
nents of Madero. , ; 

But the blame for the upheaval lies 
also, and most heavily, with the class 
from which Diaz, Huerta, Blanquet, 
and Madero himself spring, the class 
having the wealth, position and -educa- 
tion which should make them -the trus- 
tees of the nation’s welfare. This class 
turns out generals, but not statesmen... 
It acts with no cohesion of foresight. It 
has the faults of an aristocracy, without 
the selfish efficiency of an oligarchy. 

If the present situation gives rise to 
durable peace and reasonable national 
progress, it will be hardly less than a 
miracle. That is a consideration which 
must fill the American mind with sin- 
cere regret and grave concern. It,jmeans 
a long continuance of the strain under 
which @ nation is put when a neighbor is 
living on a powder mine. 

If these sufferings of the Mexican peo- 
ple were the birth pangs of free gov- 
ernment, the future would be clear. But 
what one sword has builded, -another 
sword will cut down. The people have 
not risen during these months of “ revo- 
lution” ‘and in the dénouement their 
myriad voice ie silent This is the bloody 
aftermath of autocracy. Autocracy is 
not as efficient as it seems

Then the mixture, sediment es- 
pecially, is to be swallowed, preferably dur- 
ing the meal. If the culture in sealed tubes 
is used, the culture should be diluted with 
eweetened water and used in the same way. 
If the culture in bottles is used, the pre 
scribed dose can be taken straight or in 
sweetened charged water. 
Other things peing equal, the dried cul- 
tures in tablets are best. It is better thut 
the bacillus awaiting use should be dry and 
inactive as they are In tablets. 
Three days after the use of bacillus has 
been begun, it can be proved that it has 
passed through the intestinal tract. It then 
takes about eight days for it to become fairly 
well acclimated and, that acclimatization 
having been effected, the bacilli would re- 
main in the intestine about twelve days 
after the last dose taken. To make it live 
longer in the intestine is the end sought by 
Metchnikoff in his recommendation that pa-

Some fifty years ago or more & Paris 
journalist of the name of Horace Dillion 
wrote something sarcastic in Le Nain Jeune, 
which has since become the Figaro, about 
the Duo de Grammont-Caderousse, an enor- 
mously rich nobleman of ancient lineage, 
who used to manifest his contempt for the 
Napoleonic empire by parading as easy con- 
quests the wives of the ministers of state 
and of the dignitaries of the court of the 
Tutleries. 

The duke, in consequence of this news- 
paper article, challenged Dillon to a duel, 
and was unfortunate enough tokilihim. He 
was acquitted of the charge of homicide, but 
was condemned to pay an anhuity of some 
10,000 francs a year to the widow, and after

POPULAR SCIENCE BRIEFS. 
ILLUMINATING GAB. 

Hiuminating gas ie charged air. It was 
formerly made from bituminous coal, but is 
now manufactured as a by-product by ex- 
tracting the hydrogen from water left over 
after saturating gas stocks and adding 
enough odor to give it the proper consistency. 

Gas is sold by the meter, but a meter of gas 
dees not contain 100 centimeters. Rather it 
c@ntaing a eort of speedo-meter which shows 
how fast the gas goes. Any one who has 
had a complete course in calculus and un- 
derstands logarithms can learn to read it 
after a few years’ practice. People of lesser 
mathematical knowledge would do well to 
buy a quarter section of gasat a time 

It has been discovered that gas has great 
physical as well as psychical effects on Man. 
Taken into the stomach i produces acute 
gastritis, which if persisted in may result 
in death. No self-respecting suicide, how- 
ever, would resort to gas as an exterminator 
on account of the financial hardships im- 
posed upon his heirs and assignees. The 
psychical phenomena are even more start- 
ling. When gas collects on the brain it pro~- 
duces strange hallucinations known as Gas- 
conades. Strangely, many thus afflicted re- 
main entirely unconscious of it. 

Gas leaks are sometimes very annoying. 
To locate one, take the gas bills for the last 
six months, oompare them carefully, then 
la; them aside, and with a lighted candle 
follow the piping all over the house; the leak 
is somewhere in the vicinity of the explosion. 
It is scarcely neceSsary at this age to warn 
against blowing out the gas, as every one 
knows that such a blow fs fatal. Fortunate- 
ly it rarely happens outside of comic sup- 
piements and burlesque shows. 

It is aot within the scope of this article to 
take up other varieties of gas, of which there 
are many. In conclusion, however, we think 
it well to mention the three commercially 
most important ones, to wit, laughing gas, 
used by dentists to make their victiths show 
their teeth; sulphuretted hydrégen, which 
fmoarts the well known delMeate aroma to 
cold storage eggs; and osone, which is pres- 
ent in all railroad folders describing summer 
resorts.

Federal Judge Thinks the Usual 
Oath Not Enough for Seamen. 


PUZZLED BY $5,000 TUG CASE 


Owner Claims $4 a Day While Boat 
Is Stranded. 


Perjury is an offense a gaiflor cannot con- 
ceive, in the opinion of Judge Carpenter. 
For this reason the judge favors an oath in 
admiralty cases more in harmony with sail- 
ors’ conception of truth, rather than the 
ordinary form prescribed by law. 

The judge made this conclusion yesterday 
during the hearing of a case involving a sult 
for $5,000 damages for the wrecking of the 
tug, Wiltam H., tn Lake Michigan in De- 
cember. 


Dispute Over Crew Control. 
This involves a dispute between the Nth 
gants whether James E. Young, owner of 
the tug, or the National Contracting com- 
pany, of which John D. Fanning Is president, 
controlled the captain and crew. On this 
point Judge Carpenter would like to invoke 
the code of the Hanseatic league as a guide.

While steam- 
ing toward South Chicago from Whiting, 
Ind., at midnight on Dec. 10, Capt. Jack Mc- 
Leedy in command, the boat ran into 4 heavy 
northeast gale just out of port, was driven 

ashore, and almost buried im the sand. 


Jump for Their Lives. 

Capt. McLeedy and his brave hearties, con- 
sisting of an engineer, freman, and two haw- 

ser men, were forced to Jump for their lives, 
They reached dry land only after a long 
ewim through icy surf. 

By the terms of an alleged contract Young 
wes to receive from the contracting company 
$8 a day for use of the tug in towing a sand 
gucker in the Whiting harbor and $4 a day 
when the tug wae lying idle. The tug, or 
what was left of it, has lain in the sand pile 
on the beach since it was stranded. 

Young insisted the wreck is drawing $4 a 
day cvery day it is lying there. 

“More likely it is drawing eight feet of 
gand,”’ commented the judge. 

“We are not responsible for the stranding 
of the boat, because Young’s captain was in 
charge when she went ashore,” said Attorney 
Thomas B. Lantry for the defendant. So 
there you are. The hearing will be resumed 
today.

[PICK FLAWS IN COOLBY BILL 


Educators See Discrimination in 
Separate Vocational Schools. 


TALK BEFORE MERCHANTS. 


Felmley and Prof. Mead Urge 
Manual Courses for All. 


That the Cooley’ educational bill discrim- 
inates in favor of cities which are large manu- 
facturing centers wae alleged yesterday in « 
discussion of “ Vocational Discussion ™ at the 
Chicago Association of Commerce meeting 
at the Hotel La Sallie. The main dining room 
was crowded. 

It wae charged the bill le only adapted to 
Places where there are many manufacturere 
because in such districts only can flourish 
aeparate vocational schools. 

“If we intend to get anywhere,” said Da- 
vid Felmiley, president of the State Normal 
school, “we must get together. If we con- 
tinue to quarrel over forming these schools 
we will lose altogether. 

“The great objection to the Cooley bill ts 
that ft would separate.the vocational from 
the regular schools. It would also limit at- 
tendance to the former to pupils more than 
14 years old. Constructive work with the 
hands is absolutely mecessary to brain de- 
velopment.” 

Urges Rival Educational Bill. 

President Felmiey urged the passage of 
the conference vocational! educational bill in 
reference to the Cooley bill. 

Prof. George H. Mead of the University 
of Chicago commended the stand taken by 
Mr. Felmley. He scoffed at some of the ob- 
jections raised af to the rights of vocational 
training to a place im the schoo! curriculum. 

“ Vocational training hasa tig — agp in 
the school system,’ he argued. e need 
that type of training in the echools. The 
separation called for by the Cooley bill would 
necessitate large expenses and would dupli- 
cate in part some of our vocational branches 
now in use in our schools. Such expense is 
unnecessary.” 

Prof. Mead advocated three boards to look 
after the vocational work; one to be the regu- 
lar schoo) board, another to be a state board 
@o that the estate may be assured the money 
it appropriates is correctly invested, and the 
last to be an advisory board composed of 
representatives of all the various school 


boards. 


Cooley Defends His Measure. 

Hdwin G Cooley, speaking before the Men’s 
league of the Sunday Evening clud at the 
City club last night, explained his bill and 
the merits of the vocational shool. Oneof

The senate committee on postoffices has recr 

ommended an amendment to the postoffice 
appropriation bill which will provide the di- 
rect nomination of fourth clase postmasters 
by the people in the district tn which the post- 
office is situated. 

The committee adopts the Progressive par- 
ty’s principle that the president should not 
be allowed to bulld up an immense federal 
machine to be used by him for political pur- 
poses. | 

If the nomination of fourth class postmas- 


; 
ters jp taken from the chief executive not 


only he but the senators themselves will 
lose the biggest part of their patronage. 


How System Will Work . 

The proposed amendment stipulates that 
when @ vacancy shall occur in the office of a 
postmaster of that class, whose salary is 
$300 or more, “a special nominating eleetion 
may be held for the purpose of nominating 
a postmaster to fill suen vacancy. 

“ Such nominating elections,” # continces, 
“ shall be conducted by the local authorities 
of the county, township, incorporated town, 
or city in which the postoffice fs situated, the 
same as the election for county, township, 
or municipal officers, and the laws and regu- 
lations of the state, township, er elity shall 
apply to these eleations.” 

The’ amendment also provides that the 
necessary expenses of conducting guch 4 
nominating election shall be paid for by the 
United States government out of the post- 
office appropriation. 

Opposes “Blue Tag” 

Declaring that the freedom of the prees is 
in Jeopardy and that the postmaster gen- 
eral has no authority in law for sending 
some periodicals by freight while allowing 
competitive publications to be distributed by 
the regular mail train service, the committee 
recommends an amendment abolishing the 
“plue tag’ system after Sept. 1 next.

GOOD TO HUMANITY: 


Culberson Opposes Perpetuation 
of Such a Vast Sum by 
Federal Aid. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—The proposed 
$100,000,000 Rockefeller foundation for be- 
nevolent purposes constitutes the safest dis- 
position that can be made ~ ‘that pértion of 
John D. Rockefeller’s imr se fortune is 
the conclusion expressed inw uajority report 
from the senate judiciary committee pre- 
sented to the senate today recommending 
the passage of the Rockefeller foundation 
bill. 

“This money is now in the control of a 
private individual, who could, if he chose, 
direct ite use to purely privete ende for a 
considerable period after his own death,"’ 
says the report. “ Instead of this, he pro- 
poses to place it, subject to congress, in 
control of a body of men now actually ed- 
ministering well known charities of ac- 
knowledged usefulness.’’ 


Change in Control Method. 

The report says the bill has been changed 
eo that all danger of an unrestricted per- 
petuation of the Rockefeller foundation is 
done away with. The choice of successors 
to the original incorporators must be ap- 
proved, under the terms of the bill, by the 
president of the United States, the chief jus- 
tice of the Supreme court, the president of 
the senate, the speaker of the house, and the 
presidents of Yale, Harvard, Columbia, Johns 
Hopkins, and Chicago universities. 

“The proposed foundation,” says the re- 
port, “is an exception among charitable 
trusts in that the element of perpetuity has 
been practically removed. While it is emi- 
nently fitting that congress should scruti- 
nize with the utmost care the provisions of 
such a charter, with a view to remedying 
defects and preventing abuses, it is also fit- 
ting that congress should recognize the pos- 
sibilities of good to this country and to 
humanity that are inherentina great philan- 
thropic @ndowment properly safeguarded 
and wisely administered, and that it should 
welcome the opportunity of giving the sanc- 
tion and encouragement of government to the 
great enterprise contemplated by this bill.” 


Opposite View by Culberson. 

In a minority report Senator Culberson 
takes the opposite view of the protection 
given the public by the propose@ incorpora- 
tion. é 

“It is not sound policy to concentrate and 
tie up in the hands of a few men such a vast 
sum of money,” he says. ‘“ So also, the pol- 
icy is unsound of chartering a corporation 
with such powers and putting no limit or 
restriction on the character of the vast 
funds’ which are to be received by it for use 
and distribution without legal check or hin- 
drance. Will the funds be in part or in whole 
the securities of the Standard Oil trust or 
other gigantic monopolies? 

“It seems clear to me that congress should 
not thus encourage and foster the massing 
and holding together of such vast finances 
nor lend its authority to the perpetuation of 
the fruits of combinations and conspiracies

GIVEN POWER BY A VETO. 


Commissioners’ Salaries. 


Enough Are in Favor of the Move to 
Uphold It. 


The county board may serve without visi- 
ble compensation this year unless the Bart- 
gen-Ragen commissioners agree to rescind 
their action in indiscriminately boosting sal- 
aries in the annual budget. President Mc- 
Cormick has been advised he has the power to 
veto the salaries of the commissioners and 
he has told friends privately he intends to 
exercise his authority unless the opposition 
“becomes reasonable.” This report has 
reached Commissioners Kuflewski, Nowak, 
Ragen, and others. 

They are afraid the president will carry out 
his threat. Certain commissioners, it was 
reported yesterday, are ready to sell out 
other county employésin whose interest they 
say they have been working, if thereby they 
can save their own salaries. 


Up to President. 

The advisers of the president have told 
him the county board has the power to fix 
their own salaries. The limit is said to run 
from nothing to $21,000 a year for each com- 
missioner. The present salary of a commis- 
sioner is $3,600 a year. Some board members 
want it increased to $5,000. Commissioner 
Moriarty has said some of his colleague#are 
worth nothing as public servants and twice 
hes tried to get thé salary fixed at $2,500. 

The statutes require the appropriation must 
be passed by Feb. 28. The president, Pro- 
gressives, and Commissioner Moriarty are 
said to be willing to vote for any sort of a 
budget the salary boosters. will vote for. 
Then the president will use his veto. It re- 
quires twelve af the fifteen votes to pase an 
appropriation over the president's veto.

MUST CHANGE WEIGHTS. | 


Few Gloves Carried by Local Es- 
tablishments Within the 
Specifications. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

If a boxing bill is passed by the Illinol state 
legislature and the sport is legalized tn this 
state, it will be up to the manwacturers of 
bbxing gloves to gét busy and turn out sev- 
eral hundred pairs of six ounce gloves. The 
bills introduced at Springfield call for con- 
tests with gloves weighing not less than six 


ounces. 
A canvass of the leading local sporting 


goods stores yesterGay revealed the fact that 
none of the establishments carries a large 
supply of gloves of the prescribed weignt. 
The padded mitts in stock can be changed so 
that the hitting part wil not differ from the 


five ounce mitts. 

Stanley Ketchel invented a glove which 
oarried at least an ounce of weight on the 
extended part which covered the wrist. This 
left about four ounces of weight in the hitting 
part. Although Ketchel had a patent on this 
glove, the invention pertained to five ounce 


gioves only. 

In practically every state in which boxing 
is allowed either five or eight ounce gloves 
are used. As a result,, manufacturers have 


abandoned making gioves of any other weight. In 
New. York and California, the leading boxing 
states in the union, five ounce gloves are used. 
Bight ounce mitts are the weapons in vogue in 
Nebraska. 

Harry Forbes, who was one of the inventors of 
the boxing mask, is figuring on a glove which he 
will have patented if @ bili ie passed permitting 
boxing.

Finding that as they 
grow older women are more expensive items 
than men, we resolved, in addition to the 
aforementioned: abstinence, to practice that of 
entirely eliminating butter from the meals, tn 
the place of which we now use jellies and 
marmalades made at home. 

Upon the arrival of the third valuable addi- 
tion to the family, instead of hiring more help 
in the shape of another hired girl, we dis- 
pensed with the one we had, this elimination 
saving $96 a year in cash as well as 2 year’s 
board, 

Much against my wishes my wife has given 
up picture shows and has taken, like myself, 
to the more economical and healthful practice 
of walking. She, as well as the writer, is be- 
coming far more healthy as a consequence, 
and the possibility of doctor’s bills is thus 
negatived. This; too, is a saving in advance. 

We like our ascetic life so well that if the 
cost of living should tomorrow come down to 
normal we doubt whether our m- nner of liv- 
ing would be affected much thereby, 

When the high cost of living has to be reck- 
oned with, the task of combating it must be 
shouldered with determination an” philosophy.

I have found that living in a small cheap 
flat is expensive in Chicago, so my husband 
and I decided we would make a change to cut 
the high cost of living. So we took a five room 
apartment on the corner, first floor, just a 
block and a half from all good transportation 
to the loop, pald $45 per month, from his wages 
which were $120 per month, paid: all the bills, 
and put not less than $75 per month in the 
bank. This is our plan: 

Being in a nice flat, I rented two of my 
bedroms to four young men, each paying $2.60 
per week, making a little over $40 per month. 
Then I do thelr washing and ironing and mend- 
ing at 50 cents a person a week, making me 
more than $8 per month—they send their 
collars and white shirts to the laundry.
